I write to you at the suggestion of Phyllis Brown. Enclosed please 
find an article on cameo stamps, small simultaneously color-printed and em¬ 
bossed logotypes used by merchants and manufacturers during the 1850s and 
'60s. Five engravers/diesinkers of cameo stamps were headquartered in St. 

Louis, and I'll be coming to the city later in the spring to research them. 

Their names, and photocopies of their work, are also enclosed. 

I'm hoping that you'll know of collectors of Missouri paper and printing 
or printed ephemera who might have cameo stamps in their collections, even if 
they don't know them as cameo stamps. Cameo stamps are most commonly found 
on commercial envelopes [a form of illustrated corner cards], billheads, and 
business cards, and - printed from electrotypes - as advertisements in city 
directories and related publications. The five men I'm researching did not 
make cameo stamps only for Missouri customers, nor were all Missouri cameo 
stamps made by five fellows. Cameo stamp diesinkers in New York and Phila¬ 
delphia also made many Missouri examples. 

I'd be grateful if you could provide some preliminary help and guidance 
before I arrive in St. Louis. Any suggestions regarding collectors, institutions, 
caches of paper goods, etc. would be very much appreciated!

It is an 
even chocolate brown with reverse devices beautifully frosted; the obverse 
devices are less so, as if the reverse side was up during years of display in a 
cabinet. The coin has strong strike and centering with full edge denticles on 
reverse - nearly so (75%) on obverse. There is a tiny abrasion below "N" on 
reverse and below first "A" on reverse. Obverse fields are unimpaired.
